Burke ana 
Wills, whose monumen* 


forms one of the principal sights in 
Melbourne, a lofty pillar of stones ia 
the Royal park, showing the precise 
spot whence ihe ill fated explorers, 
accompanied by a party 
of thirteen 


others, including two German scien- 
tists, together with two years" sup- 
plies carried by camels, started in 
fSCO to cross Australia from south 
to north. Stuart had made an urssuc- 
e^ssiul attempt fifteen years preii- 
ously at a cost of £-1.000 (S20.0(C) to 
perform a similar feat, and 
Stuart 


bad made two failures, although bj 
a singular coincidence he ultimately 
succeeded in the attempt. The over- 
land telegraph posts still in use mark 
the course which he took and he was 
borne through the streets of Adelaide

Burke, who had 
been s. captain in the Australian army 
and subsequently inspector of police 
at Melbourne, knew nothing of the 
Australian bu.-h, was "haphazard

his methods, kept no journal of his 
own on the expedition." and according 
to one who knew him well, "used to 
alter his mind so often that it was 
not possible at times to understand 
what he reallj did mean-" 


Landells, who was originally

ond in command, left the expedition 
at an early stage, and predicted cer- 
tain disaster at Cooper's creek. At 
Menindie. on the Darling. Burke and 
SViils. the surveyor, with six others 
pushed forward to Cooper's 
creek,
